S8ec. 8. Same. The money herein apg;opriated for the purposes named
in the preceding section hereof, shall be drawn on the writter order of the
trustees of said school, but not more than one fourth of said amount shall
be drawn before October 15, 1898, nor more than one-half before April 18,
1899, nor more than three-fourths before October 15, 1899.
